Secretary Daniels and Presi- 
dent Wilson Write Letters to 
Four Bereaved Families. 


WORDS OF LINCOLN USED

‘ WASHINGTON, April 22.—Letters ex- 
pressing the profound sorrow of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Daniels at 
the death of the four’ sailors and marines 
at Vera'Cruz yesterday were dispatched 
to-day by the Secretary of the ‘Navy to 
the parents of the men. 

The letters were addressed to WiHiam 
Poinsett of Philadelphia, Mrs. Isabella 
McKinnon of Brooklyn, mother of Cox- 
jswain Schumacher; Mayér Marten ‘of 
Chicago, and Michael Haggerty of Cam- 
bridge; Mass. 

Mr. Daniels wrote to each: 

This morning’s dispatches from. Vera Cruz 
conveying the distressing news that your 
son was in the fir t line to give his life 
for his country saddens all America as the 
tragedy brings gloom into your home. 

My feeling, and the feeling of the Presi- 
dent to you in this sad hour,:.was expressed 
by President Lincoln, when on Nov. 21, 

, hé wrote to’ Mrs. Bixby of Boston, 
whose five sons gave their lives fighting 
under the American flag: ‘‘I feel how 
weak and fruitless must be any words of 
mine which should attempt to beguile you 
from a loss so overwhelming. . But I cannot 
refrain from tendering to you the. conso- 
lation that may be found in the thanks of 
the Republic they died to save. I pray that 
our Heavenly Father muy assuage the an- 
guish of your bereavement and leave you 
only the cherished memory of the loved 
and lost and the solemn pride that must be 
yours to have laid so costly a’ sacrifice 
upon the altar of freedom."

No Such Order Issued to Ad- 
miral Mayo, the Secretary's 
Reply to Rumors.. 


|MEXICAN GENERAL. DEFIANT 


Belated Dispatch Says That Zaragoza 
Is Preparing to Resist Land- 
ing of Americans. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Reports 
were persistent in ‘Washington to-night 
that Admiral Mayo had landed a force 
of marines’ and sailors at Tampico and 
seized the Custom House. This could 
not be confirmed. In all official, circles 
the report was denied. Secretary Dan- 
iels said no orders had been issued for 
any landing at Tampico. He was posi- 
tive in his declarations to that effect. 

Admiral Mayo, of course, could land 
at any time to protect American or for- 
eign interests. It was suggested that if 
such orders had been issued Secretary 
Daniels might not care to say so ‘n 
advance. He probably would not con- 
sider that good military policy. In the 
case of the landing at Vera Cruz the 
movement was made quickly and few 
persons in that port knew there would 
be a landing until it really began. 

Should any contingency arise at Tam- 
pico to occasion the reinforcement of 
Admiral Mayo’s rees such rejnforce- 
ments could be sent.quickly from Vera 
Cruz to Tampico. At the Navy Depart- 
ment to-night it was said that the exact 
run from Vera Cruz to Tampico was 
203 nautical miles. At eleven knots 
cruising speed Admiral Badger’s battle- 
ships could make this run in nieteen 
hours, put speeding at the rate of fit- 
teen knots they could cover the distance 
in ‘twelve hours. The trial speed of the 
Arkansas was a fraction over twenty- 
one knots, of the Florida twenty knots, 
of the Utah twenty-one knots, the New 
Jersey nineteen knots, of the Ver- 
mont eighteen knots, the New Hamp- 
shire eighteen knots, the South Caro- 


lina eighteen knots, and the Minnesota 
eighteen knots 
Under :forced draught all these ships 

could- make eighteen gorge some cou. a 
make. twenty-one. All of Admiral Bad- 
ger’s warships could rush to Tampico 
in eleven hours, while the Arkansas and 
Utah could make it in ten hours. 


Zaragoza Ready to Fight. 
TAMPICO, April-20, (via Galveston,) 
April 22.—Gen. Zaragoza is reported to 
have said that in the event of an at- 
tempt to seize Tampico he had received 
orders from Mexico City that he knew 


his duty as a soldier; and he would do 
his utmost to:repel the landing, and be- 
lieved he would succeed. 

Grave fears are felt here for the 
safety of hundreds of Americans, in- 
cluding many women and children, in 
the ofl camps at Topila and other river 
points and interior camps. 

All these Americans are said to be 
unarmed and defenseless against at- 
tacks of either Federals or rebels. Many 
oil companies are directing their em- 
ployes. to return to Tampico. 

Notice was ‘posted here early: to-day in 
Consul -Clarence' Miller’s office that 
Huerta had refused all of the American 
demands to Salute the flag, and that}

The exhibit was the work of Carl E. 
Akeley, the taxidermist who returned 
two years ago. from a hunting expedition 
into the heart of Africa, bringing valu- 
able animal specimens:-° Dr. Akeley 
prefaced the exhibit with an illustrated 
lecture on African hunting and the latest 
methods .of taxidermy. One great bull 
elephant killed by him will become the 
centre. of the.African exhibit, 11 feet.and 
2 inches high. 

The African Hall will occupy the east 
‘wing of the pavilion, which will stretch 
from Central Park West. to Columbus 
Avenue, along Seventy-ninth Street. The 
model showing the hall was built on a 
scale of one inch to. the foot, and 
showed the hall on completion with a 
length of 152 feet and a width of 60 in 
the clear. The centre was occupied by 
> elephant group designed in clay. by 

r. Akele To the front, and at the 
right and Yert of ‘thescentre group, will 
be two rhinoceros groups, a cow, calf, 
and bull.

All these groups will be prepated 
by a new process of Mr. Akeley’s 
that will do away with the need of 
giase covering or other protection 
rom the atmosphere.

Thus every’ animal will 
be shown in its natural environmént. 

Above the groups yill be “twenty- 
fotr kronze panels ‘in bas relief, 
showing the life of the African na-

animals. One last night showed a

FIGHTS HARD TO SAVE CHILD 


Boy Gets Little Girl Ashore, but She 
Dies on Way to the Hospital. 


Ruth Miller, 5 years old, and a dozen 
of her classmates from Public School 78 
went to the pier which extends into 
the East River at the foot of Montague 
Street, Brooklyn, at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in-the hope that they would 
see some of the baitleships from the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard sail by bound for 
Mexican, waters. One of the children 
shouted that a big ship was coming, and 
Ruth hurried forward to obtain a bet- 
ter view. She tripped over a coil of 
rope, and a moment later was flounder- 
ing in the water.

Simpson was. haying a hard time of 
it, when George Miller, 15 year sold, a 
brother of Ruth, jumped into the water 
and assisted Simpson in steering. the 
log toward the pier at the foot of Rem- 
sen Street. They were nearly exhausted 
when Patrolman McCartney threw them 
a rope, and pulled them to the pier. 

Simpson fainted. when he was pulled 
ashore, but was soon revived. The lit- 
tle Miller girl was unconscious, and died 
on the way to the Brooklyn Hospital. !

It is acknowledged by counsel for 
Mrs. Meffert that she received sums 
af money from Caruso while she 
was bP may in Europe, and that 
in addition to these sums Caruso 
gave her presente of valuable jewel- 
ry. Mr, Ziegler repeated his asser- 
tion that efforts to effect a com- 
promise of the suit out of court 
failed when counsel for Caruso of- 
fered only $1,500 in settlement of 
Mrs. Meffert’s claims. 

Alfred F. Seligsberg of Wise & 
Seligsberg, 17 William Street, coun- 
sel for Caruso, said yesterday that 
he had no further statement to make 
on behalf of the tenor. Mr. Seligs- 
berg would not discuss —- suit fur- 
ther than to express his sufprise that 
Mrs. Meffert’s complaint should have 
contained what he regarded as an 
admission very damaging to her. 

Thé paragraph of the complaint, re- 
garded by Mr. Seligsberg as an ad- 
mission, was talled to the attention 
of counsel for Mrs. Meffert. Im- 
mediately “Mr. Ziegler said he would 
be able to refute testimony which 
might be in the nature of an attack 
on the character of his client. He 
said that his evidence would include 
admissions by Caruso and _ persons 
associated with him, to the effect 
that Mrs. Meffert was a “splendid 
woman.” : 

When inquiries were made for Mrs, 
Meffert at her home, word was sent 
to reporters that she was ill. It was 
impossible to get any statement from 
her through her attorney. Caruso re- 
fused to be interviewed about the

Missive from Lucrezia Brings High- 
est Price at Hodgkin Sale.

LONDON, April 22.—The.sale of the 
late John »E. . Hodgkin's ‘collection ,of 
autograph letters and Historical docu- 
ments was begun: at Sotheby's to- 
day. 

The highest price, $1,225, “was paid 
for a letter in Italian by Lucrezia 
Borgia, Duchess of Ferrara, dated 
Jan. 44, 1502, and addressed to Cardi- 
nal d’Hste,. thanking. him for a neck- 
lace. It is a fige example of a rare 
autograph. 

A contemporary copy of the famous 
Magna Charta, written by an English 
seribe on a strip of vellum, sold for 
$250. 

A similar price was. obfained for a 
letter dated Westminster, Fune 2, 1557, 
with signature ‘“ Marye -the Quene” 
(Mary I.). It is headed *‘ by the Kinge 
and Quene,” and is addressed to the 
Earl of Shrewsbury. It concerns the 
war with France and the preservation 
of amity with Scotland. 

A letter in French by Mary Queen 
of Scots, dated Stirling, 21st Septem- 
ber, 1563, dddressed to Count Rhein- 
grave and signeq “ Votre bien bonne 
Amie, Marie R.,” brought $500. ° It 
refers to the restitution of Havre de 
Grace.

W. J. Wilgus, After Valuing ‘the 
Lehigh, Thus Estimates Cost 
for Commerce Board. 


ALMOST TWICE ITS CAPITAL 


Road’s Solicitor Compares Outstand- 
ing Issues with Valuation to Show 
Road’ Undercapitalized. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—W. J. Wil- 
gus of New York, a :ivil engineer who 
headed a large corps of assistants in 
the work of physically valuing the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, told Examiner 
S. H. Smith of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to-day that it would take 
$324,478,300 to reproduce the road. 

Mr. Wilgus’s testimony came in the 
course of a hearing in the Commission’s 
investigation of anthracite rates and the 
methods of handling anthracite coal. 
The figures presented by Mr. Wilgus 
were part of the road’s argument that 
it was under capitalized and that pres- 
ent rates did not give it a fair return. 

Mr. Wilgus said he had had over 100 
men in the field for months. He esti- 
mated the cost of reproducing the road’s 
right of way, real estate, buildings, 
docks, shops, &c., at $228,499,050. The 
estimated value of equipment, including 
locomotives, passenger and freight cars, 
working and floating equipment, &c., 
he placed at $86,979,250. A third item 
was designated as working capital and 
stores, estimated at $9,000,000. Mr. Wil- 
gus explaineg that he had followed the 
system of classification of accounts pre- 
scribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. + 

“The significance of these figures,” 
said Edgar H. Boles, General Solicitor 
of the Lehigh road, “is to be found in 
the fact that the Lehigh Valley is capi- 
talized at $60,000,000 in round figures in 
stock, and has outstanding bond issues 
amounting to. around $124,000,000, in- 
cluding all the subsidiary railroad com- 
panies, the bonds of which have been 
either assumed or guaranteed, which is 
a little more than one-half of the ac- 
tual value of the road'as demonstrated 
by a physical examination by a board 
qualified and disinterested experts.’ 


Mr. Wilgus was formerly Vice Presi- 
dent and Chief Engineer in charge of 
maintenance of way and construction 
of the New York Central, on which he 
installed the electric system between 
this city and suburban points. He re- 
signed in 1908 and became President of 
the Amsterdam Corporation, which pre- 
sented to the Public Service Commis- 
sion elaborate plans for relieving the 
waterfront congestion and removing the 
tracks from Bleventh Avenue through 
the construction of a belt line elevated 
road and subway. Two years ago the 
Institution of Civil Engineers of Great 
Britain awarded to Mr. Wilgus the 
Telford gold medal for a- paper read by 
him before it. 


FIRE IN SING SING PRISON. 





Enameline Shop Destroyed Follow- |. 


ing a Strike by Convicts. 


OSSINING, N. Y., April 22.—Fire was 
discovered early this morning in the 
enamaline shop of Sing Sing Prison. 
The entire fire department of the vil- 
lage was called out to fight the flames. 

The fire wag supposed to have been 
of incendiary origin. Yesterday at noon 
180 men who were working in the knit- 
ting .shop, -anether building near. the 
one burned went on strike. They 
fused to obey the orders of the keepers 
and would do nothing all the afternoon. 
Their action was pt ty to have been 
caused by the refu of Gov. Glynn to 
sign the one year parole bill, which 
would allow a prisoner after he had 
been in jail one year to make an appli- 
eation for parole. This evening the 
prisoners went to their cells without 
any trouble. 

About 12:30 o’clock this morning fire 
was discovered in the enameline shop. 
The prison fire department was called 
out, and when it was seen it could not 
cope with the flames the village depart- 
ment was summoned. The burned build- 
ing was a one-and-a-half-story frame 
structure on the north side of the yard. 
It was covered with corrugated iron 
and about 100 feet long. 

The prisoners in their cells made much 
noise, and their yells could be heard for 
blocks. The fire. was some distance 
from the main building.

THE ALDERMEN’S PROTEST. 

The Board of Aldermen does well 
to protest to the Goveffior that bills 
depriving the board of functions as- 
sured to it under the bill providing 
home rule for cities should be with- 
held from signature. Thé Governor 
may repiy that in past: years the 
board has neglected its functions. He 
may congratulate it upon, very evi- 
dent -signs of a new spirit animating 
that body,,and upon its assertion of 
real dignity as the law-making instru- 
ment’ of the chief city on this con- 
tinent. But the Aldesmen must ‘see 
that the very delay incidental to their 
better organization has not: permitted 
the meeting of conditions: affecting 
this city that demanded immediate 
treatment. 

For example, by Gov. GLYNN’s sig- 
nature of Senate: bills Nos. 1,343 and 
1,344, passed at’ the instance of *the. 
National’ HighwayS Protective 
ciety, any person who to-day. or here" 
after. ventures to disobey a traffic 
policeman shali be imprisoned not 
less than two days and possibly thirty. 
days, or he shall be-fined not less 
than $5 and possibly $50, or both 
fine and imprisonment: may be im- 
posed; like punishment, is to. be meted 
out to those ‘who are disorderly in the 
streets or resist the officers’ efforts 
to disperse unlawful or dangerous as- 
semblages. Bill No. 1,344 abolishes 
the limit of 550 police detailed to the 
Traffic Squad, permitting an assign- 
ment.of 1,000.policemen to this duty. 

The Aldermen,. though often . be- 
sought, had never fixed a penalty ‘for 
disobeying a traffic policeman. Such 
a law was needed before the Police 


Commissioner could hope to enforce |. 


an orden warning trucks off congest- 
ed streets like Fifth Avenue. Com- 
missioner ‘Woops..may now . use his 
discretion in such matters ‘with the 
assurance that rules made in the in- 
terest of public safety ‘will be-enforce- 
able. Accidents in’ the streets have 
increased out. of all proportion to the 
increase of population. The Traffic 
Squad may mow be augmented, and. 
traffic may be more vey reg- 
ulated. 

Such laws interfere, of course, with

charged with codifying the ordinances 
affecting the City, the Building, and 
the Sanitary Codes. Mandatory leg- 
islation’ from Albany is. wrong in 
principle as applied to affairs in the 
hands of the local authorities.

not doubt that the.present Board of 
Aldermen will give. little occasion for 
passing such laws in future.

This is one of the worst years ever 
known, and those hands are avail-. 
able should they he wanted. A third 
of the steel workers are idle, and if 
the “war” becomes real they will 
be set to work supplying material for 
both peace and war. Military opera- 
tions are only a sort of business, and 
2 sort at which Americans excel. sj- 
ready the suppliers of food and"cloth- 
ing are organizing their resources, 
and the railway shuttles of prosperity 
will be flying back and forth across 
the country as well as toward Mexico. 
‘There ‘is not an avenue of trade 
which will not feel the stimulus, how- 
ever remote the apparent relation to. 
the “ war.” 

The Government must be a seller of 
securities in order to be a buyer of 
goods and employer of men. What 
the. Government. sells is the world’ 
best, and there always are buyers 
of the best. The Government will 


will haggle no more about selling 
than about buying. There will-- be 
no lack of bidders among those who 
are judges of bargains. Bankers 
have the courage of experience, and 
they will bid in multiples of millions 
for whatever the Treasury | offers. 
There are more idle dollars’ than there 
are idle men, and they will rejoice at 
the jobs on offer. For long or short 
terms there is no superior to United 
States paper. There may~be a dif- 
ference of judgment about which 
method will be. the cheaper for the 
Government, but the bankers will 
have no more objection about a profit 
in financing the Government than in 
.firiancing the railways or the trusts. 
There is. some talk about $100,000,000 
of one-year notes, but there is an 
option to issue Panama bonds to re- 
coup the expenditures. from income im 
previous years. It is difficult to say 
how smail a’ burden the sum named’ 
~will be to the’Government. It is only 
half of the year’s deficit which 
France is trying to fund at the 
moment.. The comparison is useful 
for another reason, All the world 
covets: our unused’ gold, and is d@is- 
counting in goods to pay a premium 
On. “bullion. ~The worlé: will -have 8} 


that our Treasury may find it neces- 
sary to sell its credit’ cheaply. There 
is no question of 2 per cents., hardly 
a fair. question of 8. per cents. As 
national credit. moves. toward 4 per 
cent., althovgh’at somé distance from 
jit, all other credit nrust suffer a 
relative deterioration, even though its 
intrinsic worth remains. the same. 
The competition for domestic: credit 
is- the same as the international de- 
mand for gold. In order to get dol- 
lars the bid in interest ‘must be raised, 
or if, the bid is in dollars more must 
be promised in order to yield the in- 
terest. demanded by the market for 
capital. In other words we face a 
rising market to supply the demands 
forcompulsory consumption ‘regardless 
of cost. It seems contradictory to sug- 
gest that an increase .oef costs is a 
Temedy for the excess of costs which 
has brought all-exchanges'to a stand- 
still.. The explanation is simple. Only 
those ‘processes were stopped wihtieh 
were checked by deficiency of profits. 
The circulation is restored by ¢hrowing 
the. largest taxing power into the 
scale; and enabling all to pay the 
higher ‘costs by receiving higher 
prices. 

. This is the ftrst effect of all wars 
The sequel is less agreeable, but it is 
not a part of the story of to-day. 
Financial pick-me-ups are like other 
tonics—they serve an emergency, but 
aré poor as a steady drink. An ex- 
ample is shown by. the industrial 
riots in ‘St. Petersburg this week. 
Russian industries have been .stim- 
ulated by ‘the demand for -war con- 
sumption, and they are prostrated by 
the return of peace. The arms fac- 
tories are -idle, and, their workmen 
are hungry. War times are good 
times, -because they are times of 
lavish expenditure and rising prices.’ 
They are an economic horfor,, and 
the abnormal rise has its ensuing de- 
‘pression. For the present it. will com- 
fort ‘thany that it affofds. an eseape 
from other ills of a real sort, however 
unnecessary.

George L...Rives of 69. Hast Seventy- 
ninth. Street as. a memorial-.to her 
father and mother, Augustus Whiting 
and Sarah Swan Whiting, and-to other 
members of her family, willbe conse- 
erated at 11 o’clock this morning at a 
service conducted by Bishop David H. 
Greer. It is one of seven grouped about 
the apse of the Cathedral and-has been 
‘named after St. Ambrose, the’ famous 
Bishop .of Milan. It cost more. than | 
$150,000 and is regarded a’ perhaps the | 
most beautiful example of ecclesias- 
tical art now to be found in this 
country. 

The. seven chapels grouped ‘about the 
‘apse of the Cathedral will -represent, 
when all are completed, seven lan- 
guages. ‘Mrs. Rives’s gift to the Cathe- 
aral represents the Italian’ tongue, and 
it is bufit in the style of the Ttalian 
‘Renaissance« 

The building was begun in the: Sum- | 
mer of 1912. The interior of the chapel 
is about 48 fect long by 26 feet wide. 
Its extreme height is just short’ of 40 
feet. The chapel is lighted by three 
large windows, one above’ and one on 
each side of the altar. Four antique 
silver lamps ittuminate the chapel at 
“night. 

. When the chapel is formally opened 
‘this morning, thoseattending the serv- 
ice of consecration will enter through 
® wrought-iron. Italian screen of great 
beauty. Above the centre gate. stands 
the figure of St.° Aibrose’ faving the 
altar. There is a series of-seven groups § 
representing the life of the Saint and 
these’ are surmounted by architectural 
ornaments. which form sockets for, seven 
candles. Charmingly depicted angels 
and to the ornamentation. The walls 
are of Rosato marble. The ceiling, of 
Rlain white marble, is molded ‘@labor- 
ately in low relief. The floor’ of thd: 
chapel is of gray Siena andred Verona 
‘marbic, while the steps are of Genere 
marble. The lower portions of thé stalls * 
are of Italian walnut with a rich -treat- 
ment of marquetry in pear wood..

“Reversals, of Policy.” 





SILENCE GREETS SPEECH 





Diners Sing “‘America” and Drink 
Toast to President—Dr. MacDon- 
‘ald Promises British Support. 





The annual dinner of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association at 
the Waldorf-Astoria last night was 
marked by a pledge of the loyal support 
of press and people to the President in 

- the Mexican crisis, and the sentiment 
was enthusiastically cheered by the 
700 diners, consisting of the publishers 
of 338 newspapers, their associates ‘and 
friends. James A. Macdonald, editor 
of The Toronto Globe, emphasized that 
Canada was as vitally interested as this 
Nation in the stability of government in 
Latin American countries, and that the 
Dominion as well as the British Em- 
pire back of it could be counted upon to 
stand side by side with the United 

~ States. 

After the enthusiasm that had greeted 
these sentiments and the latest news 

,, bulletins flashed from the front on the 
great sheet back of the speakers’ table, 
Joseph G. Cannon, former Speaker of th 
House, with slow but emphatic utter- 
ance, told what had brought on the 





Spanish .war, and the totally unlooked- 
for developments thereafter that har- 
nessed on this pees! vast and trouble- 
some problems growing out of wthe re- 
tention of the Philippines, Porto Rico, 
‘and. the everlasting responsibility of 
this country toward Cuba. 

Reverting to the situation in Mexico, 
“Uncle Joe,” disclaiming any desire to 
appear disloyal to the President, spoke 
with ringing insistance of ‘‘ mistakes,” 
* reversals of policy,’’ and the like. He 
expressed thanks to Providence that 
the people of this country had ‘an 
epportunity through the baljot box to 
remedy its mistakes within four years.” 
That remedying, he said, was worth all 
the penalty the country might have to 
pay in the meantime, since it ‘‘ would 
put the nation back on the right track.” 

The reminiscences of ‘ Uncle Joe” 
evoked no applause from the sober 
audience of publishers.

Mr. Hedges opened the speaking by 
proposing that the diners sing the first 
stanza of ‘‘America,’’ and thereafter a 
toast to ‘‘ The President of the United 
States, who typifies the serious, solemn, 
patriotic thought of the American Na- 
tion at this time.’’ The toast was 
pledged with much enthusiasm. 

The publishers were welcomed in be- 
half of the city by Mayor Mitchel, who 
said in part: 

Pe “No one, I think, here to-night could 
fail to be impressed by the power that 
is represented in this room—the power

of these great newspapers of the coun- 
try. And just at this moment—at this 
\eritical juncture in our national life— 
it,is a power that is very redl—a_ power 
that I know you join with me in believ- 
ing ought to be exerted now if at any 
time for the support of the hands of 
the President of this country, a power 


that ought to be: exerted in favor off 


maintaining an even balance and re- 
straint in these times of excitement. 

“We may all hope that war will be 
avoided, put whatever may come, we 
may all join, you who represent the 
press of the ccuntry and we who rep- 
resent the peopie of New York, in the 
sentiment that we must support the 
hands of the President and of the Gov- 
ernment of this coemny in whatever 
crisis may be presented.”’ 

Dr. Macdonald said the United States 
in the Revolution taught the world the 
great lesson that any people desirous 
of self-government and fitted for self- 
government should have the chance to 
exercise self-government. Canada had 
added to the lesson that such self-gov- 
‘ernmént could be obtained also without 
breaking from historical ties. In the 

resent day problems, he said, the in- 
erests of the two great North American 
nations in establishing North American 
world power, were close and identical, 
and, he added: 

“Because of Canada’s unique position 
as the half-way house of the British 
Empire and the half-continent neighbor 
of the United States, the fortunes of 
the English-speaking nations the world 
over are bound up together in one 
bundle of life.’’ 

F. Irving Fletcher said the newspapers 
were the only advertising media that 
got their charter not from the adver- 
tisers, but from the pose. To with- 
draw an advertisement from one paper, 
he said, would not prevent a thousand 
from springing up, for newspapers were 
a national necessity. 

Mr. Cannon sat back silently through- 
out the evening chewing at his long 
black cigar while bulletins announcing 


i Carranza’s hostile change of attitude 
i toward American war measures were 


received. 

“Tt is too late to say whether sides 
should have been taken with Villa or 
Carranza, or the Zapatistas,” he said. 
“The war has begun. I have seen the 
character of the people in Mexico, 
and I tell you that for many genera- 
tions constitutional government has no 
more chance to survive there than a 
cat in hell, for a cat has claws. 

‘In this contest we must stand, when- 
ever we cross the border and have re- 
Yations with a foreign people, as a unit, 
loyally, ‘whatever the result may be. 
All that I glory in is that there is pro- 
vided fcr the people of His country an 





opportunity to cure its mistakes, and 
that opportunity: will be given through 
the ballot box within four years. 

“It is all right for us to pay the pen- 
alty and to get back on the right track 
after the lesson has been learned. To 
err is human. A complete change in 
policy has come over the country, in 
the last five years, and in my judgment, 
with or without you publishers, a change 
will come again, and that, too, by the 
same judgment of a majority of the 
people in the near future. Is this disloyal 
to the President? He is my President 
as well as yours. The war has begun. 
We shall stand lovally for what ever 
the result may be.”’

More ‘Duty BDue:to Failure to Make 
the Right Claim. : 


Artificial horsehair braids, used in 
the manufacture of women’s hats im- 
ported under the Tariff act of 1897, 
are held by the United States Court 
of Customs Appeal to be properly du- 
tiable by similitude to cotton braids 
under Paragraph 339, of Section 1, by 
virtue of Séction 7. This was the con- 
clusion teathed by the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers when the case came 
before it, although Isler & Guye, New 
York, the importers, alleged the goods 
to be dutiable by similitude to pyrox- 
ylin artiéles. 

The Collector assessed duty at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem by similitude to silk 
braids. Since’ the importers failed to 
make the right claim the board af- 
firmed \the Coilector’s action, although 
it was.conceded by the Governmient that 
the official in question erred in his 
classification... The court finds, that the 
goods, in’ similarity of use, quality, and 
texture, Are not related to pyroxylin, 
but should have been returned under 
the cotton braid ‘clause of the law. 

The court has affirmed .the beard in 
holding that Victoria blue base, Victo- 
ria green (base, Auramine base, and- a 
variety of other color ba8es, are prop- 
erly dutiable under the act of 190) as 
non-medicinal preparations of coal tar 
not specially provided for, at 20 per 
cent., aS claimed by Badische &°Co., 2nd 
A. Gips, the importers. The New York 
customs officials returned the goods»at 
30 per cent.,. under the provision for 
eoal tar ayes or colors not specially 
provided for. 

Judge Brown, of the board, acting 
as a single General Appraiser, has 
‘decided that freight and Consular 
cfrarges on cast steel for tools exported 
to this country by D. Livejoy & Son, 
Sheffield, are dutiable items going to 
make up correct foreign market value. 
The importers deducted 45 10s. 4d on 
entry from thedutiable value. Apprais- 
er Higgins restored the amount to the 
invoice value, ‘atid the Collecteur as- 
sessed accordingly. ‘An appeal was then 
made fér a review of these officers’ 
action. Judge Brown helds that in the 
circumstamces the Appraiser was justi- 
fied in adding back the deduction of 
the charges ‘to make market value.

“Announcement of further advances 
in prices of woolen and worsted: fabrics 
is made from ‘tithe to time, caused to a 
eonsiderable extent by the continued 
firmmess in the raw material markets. 
An indication that the wholesale’ cleth- 
ing. business is in an exceedingly 
healthy condition is the fact that there 
is no prevalent disposition to delay pay- 


ments for merchandise beyond the stip- 
ulated due date, and it is reported that 
a larger proportion of clothing mantu- 
facturers ‘than ever before are anticipat- 
ing their payments atid availing thom- 
selves of the privilege of discounting 
their bills. Neverthtéless, abuses noted 
in the piece ‘goods market at present 
are more apparent than they have been 
for some time. Manufacturers have in- 
terested themstives in the .styles of 
others, attd even now are working on 
another season’s goods, attempting to 
keep track of what others are doing.

CALL OUT POLICE 


AT DIVORGE TRIAL 


Halleran and Connolly Factions 
Show Bitterness in 
Court. 


EXPLOSIONS CAUSE SCARE 


Backfire of an Automobile Starts Cry 
of “Look Out for the Gunmen!" 
in Crowded Court Room. 


More testimony in the suit for absolute 
divorce brought by Mrs, Sarah G. Hal- 
leran against her husband, Aloysius G. 
Halleran, and in the counter suit insti- 
tuted by Mr. Halleran against Mrs. 
Halieran, naming az co-respondent his 
brother-in-law, Borough President Mau- 
rice EH. Connolly of Queens, was taken 
before Justice Kelby in the Queens 
County Court House yesterday. The 
courtroom. and the corridors were 
‘packed with members of the Halleran 
and Connolly factions, between whom 
t feeling runs high. 

Just before the session closed the 
crowds in the courtroom and in the 
corridors were thrown ‘into an Uproar 
by two sharp explosions like the re- 
ports of a revolver just outside the 
Court House., In the midst of. the ex- 
citement some one shouted “ Look out 
for the gunmen! ’’ and persons who had 
been expecting an outbreak between the 
two hostile factions almost caused a 
stampede. 

A hurry call was sent to the Fourth 
Street Police Station, and Lieut. Hack- 
ett and Sergt. Woods, with detectives, 
jumped.into a patrol wagon and: got to 
the Court House speedily.

Recovery Goes Further—Trad- 
_ ing Slackens—Further Mex- 
ican Developments Awaited. 


The stock market drifted further 
yesterday toward the condition of inac- 
tion which existed for fairly prolonged 
periods between the culmination of the 
January rise and the subsequent re- 
actions, the latest of which yielded on 
Tuesday to the recovery which .has 
been underway the last two’ days. 
Yesterday’s contribution to the upturn 
measured by the net gain in the gen- 
eral level of quotations was not large 
but the facet that there was a gain on 
the day when full realization was first 
had that this country was in actual 
conflict with Mexico suggested very 
definitely that the other forces making 
for reaction had for the time being 
spent their force. The small net ad- 
vance was accomplished only after the 
market bad been depressed in the morn- 
ing. The decline failed to bring out 
much stock and both that, movement 
and the subsequent rise came about on 
dealings which reached a much smaller 
total than the figures of the previous 
day. 

There was no more dependable basis 
yesterday than the day before for an 
estimate /of what the conflict with 
Mexico will call for. The cost of that 
undertaking in life and wealth is still 
a secret of the future. Much depends, 
of course, upon the plans of this 
Government as they will be unfolded 
now that the issue has been joined, but 
both the duration and the cost of the 
struggle rest also on the chances of 
war. The stock market apparently is 
not even attempting at the moment to 
look very far into these uncertainties. 
The effect of the apprehension natural- 
ly coincident with a situation capable 
of producing war was reflected in the 
sharp decline of a few days ago, but 
now that war, or at least armed con- 
flict, has come the market is at once 
duller and calmer. 

A factor of direct financial bearing 
will be. introduced into the situation 
should the Government decide to make 
a loan to carry on the conflict. Bank- 
ers are looking for such a move by the 
Treasury and this has something to 
do with the quieter conditions of the 
last few days in the bond market. The 
present abundance of money for short- 
time investments which is reflected fn 
the broad market for high-grade notes 
leads bankers to believe that the best

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recourse of the Treasury, should a loan 
be decided on, would be an issue of one- 
year certificates which the Treasury 
has the right to issue under the act of 
August, 1909.

That movement was accelerated by 
special inducements offered by the 
French market. Were such induce- 


ments offered even in less degree they 


would have sufficed yesterday to take 
gold from-this market.. An allowance 
of only ten days’ interest would prob- 
ably have been enough. It was under- 
stood, however, that the Bank. of 
France, although it is competing ac- 
tively for gold in the London market, 
is not now inclined to offer special in- 
ducements for the export of gold from 
New York. We have gold, -and to 
spare, but friendly consideration might 
suggest .to the European markets 
avoidance of any stimulation of gold 
exports from America at this time. A 
gold movement, of course, would not be 
directly affected by expenditures for 
supplies for our military establish- 
ments for those will be obtained: at 
home. There is demand for exchange 
in payment of imports and this is the 
season at- which expenditures by Amer- 
ican tourists abroad begin to assume 
larger proportions in international ac- 
counts. 

Little thought was given to the 
smaller matters of financial interest. 
The passing of the dividend on the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas preferred 
eaused no surprise, for it had been 
clearly foreshadowed. The news from 
the steel trade indicated further re- 
ductions recently in the average rate of 
operation of the country’s steel mills. 
The organs of the steel trade discussed 
the outbreak of hostilities with Mexico 
without finding; however, any reason 
for looking for any early effect upon 
demostic trade. 
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Comfort for Stockholders, 

It is- always true that mere fluctua- 
tions in the market prices of securities 
do not make an iota of difference in 
‘the intrinsic values of the securities, 
but speculators and investors lose 
money by the changes just the same. 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, who is about 
to leave for an inspection of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific, was quoted from Mon- 
treal yesterday as having said for the 
benefit of stockholders in his campany 
that “so far as shareholders afe con- 
cerned, grace are in just as goodva po- 
sition to-day with the stock at 195 as 
they were when it sold at 283. 
The prospects are just as promising 
now as they were then. Earnings have 
been less, but there has been no de- 
crease to warrant the depreciation in 
the market quotation. The only danger 
to which the Canadian Pacific is ex- 
posed is a general collapse in the trade 
and commerce of Canada.”

A Difterence of Opinion. 

The interests of shareholders and 
bondholders in’ a failed property are 
often diametrically opposed. The line 
was drawn sharply between the two in 
the case of the Rock Island, which is 
not in receivership, but which is to 
default on its collateral bonds next 
week, when’ it came to a decision as to 
the amount of money’ needed by the 
property and the manner of its pro- 
vision. It now looks as though the 
various protective committees of the 
Frisco would have to take sides on 
the question of borrowing money to 
pay interest on the general lien bonds, 
The bondholders want the interest paid, 
naturally, but the stockholders prefer 
that borrowed money be spent for im- 
provements.

The New York Central’s progress to- 
ward the proposed consolidation with 
the Lake Shore is not being widely ad- 
vertised, but it is understood that the 
authorities expect an early consumma- 
tion.

in that condition until the matter has 
been adjudicated by the courts. It was

CAN LEND ON FARM LAND. 


Government Announcement to Banks 
in Reserve System. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—Official an- 
nouncement was made at the Treasury 
Department to-day that national banks, 
members of the new financial system, 
legally may make loans secured by real 
estate, provided such real estate secu- 
rity is improv farm land unincum- 
bered by a prior lien. 

The property must be situated in the 
same Federal reserve district as the 
bank making the loan; the loan must 
50 per cent. of the actual 
value of the property, and for a period 
not longer than five years. Another 
provision made is that'the total of such: 
loans by any bank must not exceed one- 
third of its time deposits, and must in 
no. case exceed one-fourth of the cap- 
ital and surplus of the bank, 

To each note secured by farm land 
a certificate must be attached stating 
the facts of the transaction by the offi- 
cers making. the loan.
